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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


Schools .were opened August 26, 1918 upon recom- 
. mendation from the state department in order to conserve 
fuel. At the end of five weeks they were closed on ac- 
count of the influenza epidemic. Some were opened again 
the last week in October, others a week later. The Plain 
and the Spencer schools were closed again in March for 
the same reason. On account of the shortage of teachers 
Spencer was closed in the spring and the pupils were trans- 
ported. At that time the-District was in need of three 
teachers and no help could be secured from the state. Her- 
sey was closed during the winter term. 

Miss Catharine A. Dole was retained as superintendent 
for the year. She not only carried on her work faith- 
fully during the school year, but also helped the Board in 
securing teachers and in making plans for the following 
year. 

The yearly school meeting was held at the latest pos- 
sible date, April 19, pending the passage of the new educa- 
tional bill. After the bill was passed instructions were sent 
out concerning the amount of money to be raised. “All 
towns shall maintain standard elementary schools.” The 
maximum tax required of any town is $5 on$1000 of inven- 
tory. If this does not provide enough money to maintain 
such schools the state will aid the district. The expense of 
standard elementary schools for Plainfield is estimated by 
the state to be $7,760.00. The $5 tax for 1919 is $4,537.50. 
$7 ,760.00—$4,537.50—$3,222.50, the amount which the state 
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will supply. On account of unavailable funds for the year 
1919-1920 the state can supply only three-fourths of this 
amount. In addition to the $5 tax the district must raise 
money for high school tuition, for salaries of district offi- 
cers, for alterations of old buildings, for building new build- 
ings and for buying new equipment. The selectmen have to 
assess also a tax for state wide supervision which is $2.00 
per pupil, based on the previous year’s enrollment. The 
new law went into effect with the new school year which 
began September 1, 1919. 

Under the new law the state is divided into sixty-four 
supervisory unions. Ours is the Plainfield Supervisory 
Union, and is composed of Plainfield, Cornish and Croy- 
don. On June 20, 1919 the school boards from the three 
towns met at Plainfield. Rev. O. R. Hunt was elected 
chairman, Mrs. E. P. Brown secretary, and Rev. N. O. 
Bowlby treasurer. The Union appointed for its superin- 
tendent Mr. Andrew P. Averill, who was highly recommend- 
ed by the state department. | 

Mr. Averill is a graduate of Harvard College and has 
attended several summer schools. For eight years he serv- 
ed in Massachuetts as a grammar school principal and later 
for several years as principal of high schools and acade- 
mies. He was superintendent of schools in the Martha’s 
Vineyard (Mass.) District 1900-1912, and in the Hinsdale 
(N. H.) District 1912-1919. He holds a permanent New 
Hampshire state certificate, issued in 1900. . 

Very few repairs were made on account of the increas- 
ed expense of maintaining schools and on account of ex- 
tending the end of the financial year to August 31. The 
Brook school house was shingled, and the necessary minor 
repairs were made on all the school houses. : 

At the school meeting Mrs. Lucy Penniman was elect- 
ed a member of the schoolboard. She refused to take the 
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office. No one could be found to take her place. Mr. 
Hunt and Mr. Bowlby managed the affairs of the district 
until September-1, 1919, when Mr. Hunt resigned just be- 
fore he moved from town. Later Miss Blancha L. Daniels 
and Mrs. Emma L. Moulton were appointed. On Septem- 
ber 1 the new school year began under the management of 
the new school law and with Plainfield as a state aided dist- 
rict. oe

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
To the Board of Education, Plainfield: 


I have the honor to present to you my first annual re- 
port as superintendent of schools. 

Assuming my duties on the first of September I was 
gratified to find that all the schools, with one exception, 
were supplied with teachers. This could have been accom- 
plished only by the energetic efforts of my predecessor, 
Miss Catherine A. Dole, and of the members of the school 
board. Miss Corrie Ramsdell of Wilder, Vt., was secured 
to teach the Methodist Hill school, which was opened on the 
29th of September. 

I think we are fortunate to have so capable a corps of 
teachers when we consider the salary schedule and the 
stringency of market conditions. Three of them have nor- 
mal training wih some experience, two are without normal 
training but they have to their credit several years of suc- 
cessful experience. Three are without experience or pro- 
fessional training but are graduates of secondary schools of 
superior grade. These teachers are intelligent, capable, with 
a strong personality, and are controlling their schools in a 
very acceptable manner. 

It is a pleasure to work with a body of teachers who 
manifes* :o much real interest in their work and such a spir- 
it of co-operative effort. 

The schools of the country are passing through a great 
crisis due to the unprecedented shortage of teachers. ‘This 
shortage is due ‘o ‘he unusual demand for workers in in- 
dustrial activities. In September, 1918, the country faced a 
shor age of 25,000 teachers, which was increased in Septem- 
ber, 1919, to 35,000. As far as New Hampshire 1s concern- 
ed the tide seems to be turning, for the normal schools have 
an unprecedented enrollment in ‘he classes of 1921. 

To retain the teachers now in service, to bring back into 
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service some of those who have left it, to induce others to 
prepare themselves for teaching,campaigns have been waged 
in all sections of the country for higher salaries. 

The minimum salary of a teacher should be not merely 
a living wage but a thrift wage, which means a wage that 
will enable a teacher to live in comfort, to do such reading 
and studying as are necessary to keep her abreast of the pro- 
gressive movements of education and with the current 
thought on political and social topics, and to lay aside a 
suitable part for future needs. 

The maximum salary should be enough to retain the 
most desirable teachers and to induce others to enter the 
service. The salary schedule should be so administered 
as to stimulate teachers in service to deyelop to the highest 
degree their innate teaching power and superior work 
should be rewarded. 

Under the provisions of the new school law every school 
must be made a standard school. The State Board of Ed- 
ucation has caused to be placed in the hands of every teach- 
er a copy of the minimum standard requirements for the 
first three grades. 

The teachers are diligently laboring to bring all the 
children up to this standard of promotion. Our major ef- 
fort, however, has been directed toward the improvement 


_of the reading, especially the primary reading, to the end 


&? 
that pupils of the fourth grade may attain the power to read 
understandingly and with reasonable facility anything whes> 
Subject matter they can comprehend. Nothing less than this 
will enable them to meet the necessary conditions of fruitful 
study in the upper grades. Surely, it is axiomatic to expect 
of pupils of the upper grammar grades the ability to read 
Auently and comprehendingly the columns of the daily pa- 
pers. The greatest handicap to progress which pupils of 
the grammar grades meet is their inability easily to read the 
bocks placed in their hands for study. We are making 
progress, not all we could desire, some classes more than 
others, but the work is improving. 
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In conclusion I wish to express to the teachers my ap- 
preciation of the enthusiasm and energy which they give 
to their work and of their responsiveness to requirements 
and suggestions, to the members of the Board for their in- 
terest in the work, their helpful counsel, and their encourag- 
ing words.
